The session today also adopted a 
resolution demanding Federal action 
to prevent floods such as the present 
one in the Mississippi Delta. The reso- 
lution callg upon the Government to 
share its full responsibility in bringing 
quick relief to the flood sufferers and 
to do its part in rehabilitation in the 
flooded districts. 

Marked reductions in crimes against 
member banks were reported to the 
council by James E, Baum, New York, 
manager of the protective department.

Ali he asks in return in the 
way of remuneration is a reduction in 
the French debt to America, saying: 

‘For the application of my system 
throughout the whole territory of the 
United States it will suffice me if the 
American Government accords France 
a reduction of 1 per cent. in the amount 
of her war debt.” 

The principle of the invention, ac- 
cording te a statement which M. 
Archer made personally to a represen- 
tative of THe New YORK TIMES, is 
based on the employment of mechani- 
cal appliances increasing the flow of 
the river and thereby reducing the 
water level. This object is achieved 
through waterworks, or what may be 
described as a kind of turbine. The 
size of the river and the volume of 
water do not matter. That is merely 
a matter of more or less expense. But 
in any case the expense, M. Archer 
contends, would be much less than that 
of the methods envisaged today in or- 
der to combat floods such as building 
canals and dikes. deepening river beds, 
&c. The whole cost of M. Archer’s in- 
stallation, the inventor says, would not 
equal the losses by one big flood. Once 
Installed. all that would be necessary, 
according to the inventor, would be to 
set the machinery in motion some 
days before the flood arrives—of which 
there is always due warning-—in order 
to increase the river gradient and con- 
sequently the rapidity of the current 
and thus prevent overflow of the 
banks.

OIL COMPANIES LOSE 
MEXICO INJUNCTIONS 


High Court Revokes Ten Partial 
Amparos Against the Law 
Granted by-District Judge.

MEXICO CITY, May 4.—The Su- 
preme Court today upset the decisions 
ofthe Third District Court, which 
granted partial amparos injunctions to 
the Sinclair, Huasteca and eight other 
oil companies, restraining the Depart- 


ment of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor from applying the new petro- 
leum regulations to them. 

The Supreme Court ruled that the 
district court was wrong and should 
have either granted or refused the 
amparos’ in totality, not in part. 

The companies ‘will again file armm- 
paros in the third court. The decision 
is said to be unimportant, 

The Huasteca Qil Company in Janu- 
ary applied. for a stay against Articles 
II, IV, XIV and XV of the. Petroleum 
law, holding that they were retroactive, 
and asked for an amparo against the 
President, the Attorney General and 
the Secretary of Industry, Commerce 
and Labor for promuigating the law 
and the order calling for the names of 
all companies not complying with the 
law. 

The Judge in the Third District Court 
refused the injunction so far as the 
promulgation of the law was con- 
cerned, as that was already an ac- 
comiplished fact, but granted an in- 
junction against the enforcement of 
the law. 

Other companiés whose partial in- 
junetions were revoked by the Supreme 
Court’s decision today are the Tamai- 
hau Company, Mexican Petroleum, 
Green & Co., Tux Petroleum Com- 
pany, Bridge & Co., the Mexican Oil 
Company, the Capuchinas Oil Com- 
pany, the Mexican Sinclair Company 
and El Aguila.

ATTACKS BEAUTY CONTEST. 


Editor of Vatican Organ Comments 
on: ‘Galveston Competition.

ROME, May 4.—The international 
beauty .contest. in .Galveston, Texas, 
has inspired Count della Torre; ;editor 
of Observatore Romano, the official 
organ of the Vatican, to write an 
article protesting .against.this form 
of competition, which he says incites 
girls to ‘‘sacrifice their happiness to 
their vanity,’ 

His article, which is. intensely- ironic 
in. tone,, concludes that modern 
woman, with all her conquests, has 
lost more than she has gained because 
she has —— the “natural mod- 
esty of her sex.’’ 

“Our simple reaaets probably thought,”’ 
writes the Count, ‘‘that the peoples of 
the world aspired to see their war 
debts adjudged with greater leniency; 
or that they wished to know whether 
public opinion on the far side of 
the ocean: on the grave subject of 
immigration is moving away from its 
old intransigeance; or whether the 
opinion held there of the colored races 
continues to be as bigh, cordial, and 
generous as in the past; or whether 
the Monroe Doctrine always. coincides 
exactly with the evangelic precept of 
not doing to others what one would 
not wish to have done to one’s self; 
or whether the problem of reduction of 
armaments is being placed on a prac- 
tical basis.’’ 

But this is not so, he adds. The 
peoples of the world are breathlessly 
waiting for the judgment of a new 
son of Priam, whose réle on this oc- 
casion is taken by Uncle Sam. 

Concluding, Count della. Torre. quotes 
the opinion expressed by another Rome 
paper. ‘“‘Many honest giris,”’ he says, 
“are being sacrificed to public curi- 
osity.' They will lose much of their 
modesty. Afterward they will not see 
their home and their family: with the 
same eyes. Women are frail, but their 
frailty is being exploited for commer- 
cial reasons. ‘The extravagant homage 
which will be paid to them will give 
them an exaggerated sense of the 
value of their beauty.

The world, he said, was moving in a 
vicious circle, because customs bar- 
riers had been raised while the coun- 
tries were vainly seeking fresh trade 
outlets. He warned against protective 
tariffs, which, he contended, protect 
only the special interests of the people 
as a whole. 

Cassel Exposes Economic Dangers, 


Following the speech of M. Theunis, 
a brilliant exposition of the dangers of 
the world’s economic ills was made by 
the great Swedish economist, Gustav 
Cassel.

PARIS, May 4.—New customs bar- 
riers which the French Government is 
proposing, while at Geneva the Inter- 
national conference is trying to re- 
duce trade barriers and ‘better con- 
ditions. for the exchange of goods, have 
provoked a strong protest in a large 
section of the French press.

The development of Pan-American 
‘interchange must be sought princi- 
pally in the gradual reduction of 
customs duties. 

It is desirable that commercial dif-

_ men interested in promoting commer- 
cial interchange. 


The Counter-hesolution. 


Mr. Fahey’s counter-resolution read: 
Resolved, That the Governing 
Board of the Pan American Union 
direct "a compilation of . statistics 
which upon distribution would ‘be 
useful to all members of the union 
in arriving at a coniplete understand- 


ing of barriers, technical and other- 
wise, to trade between the countries 
of the Western hemisphere. 

These statjstics to include methods 
by which the ‘menibers receive reve- 
nue from foreign trade and: also, for 
some recent year, the percentage of 
all imports in each country which 
are dutiable, the percentage of dutia- 
ble goods received by each. member 
of the union from every other mem- 
ber and likewise the percentage of 
dutiable goods which each member 
of the union has sent to each other 
member. 

Also a compilation of the protective 
‘measures set up by each country 
through consul procedure, documents 
and ‘regulations. 

Both resolutions were referred to a 

committee. 

Additional interest was given to the 
discussion by the statement of Pres- 
ident Coolidge in his speech before 
the Pan-American Conference last 
night .that .commercial cooperation 
was the only aim of the United States 
in its dealings with Latin America.

Would Relieve Overproduction. 


“If this country allowed the yearly 
entrance of 350,000,000 pounds of Ar- 
gentine beef, that amount would only 
represent the relatively small propor- 
tion of 5 per cent. of the total con- 
sumption, but the same quantity would 
constitute 28 per cent. of Argentina’s 
average exports of dressed beef in the 
past decade, and 23.3 per cent. of an 
exportation calculated at 1,500,000,000 
pounds. 

“This proportion of Argentine ex- 
ports turned toward the United States 


would easily suffice to relieve Argen- | 


tina of its overproduction, stimulate 
prices and improve the general eco- 
nomic situation of the country. In the 
States the only one harmed would be 
the small group of marginal producers, 
while most of the cattle producers 
would continue supplying 95 per cent. 
of American consumption. Consumers 
would take advantage of lowered inter- 
mal prices and manufacturers would 
augment their exports to Argentina 
because of our erflarged purchasing 
power. 

“The starting point of this economic 
movement rests on the frank revision 
of customs tariffs. This object should 


be reached through the establishment d 


of a permanent board of business men 
and institutions from both countries 
interested in interchange. That board 
would study the complete mechanism 
of trade in all its details. In that way 
it would change its sporadic action to 
a practical and systematic one. 


“Unfair and Harmful.”’ 


“If the United States augmented its 
purchases in Argentina the imports of 
American goods in our country would 


grow, for our tariff does not prevent 
it, while, on the other hand, if Argen- 
tina bougiit more in the States the 
tariff of the latter would not allow 
our country to increase its agricultural] 
exports to the Union markets. 

“The fact that this unfair and harm- 
ful situation should have continued 
during the last years decided the Ar- 
gentine Rural Society to proclaim its 
motto, ‘Buy from those who buy from 
us.” It has been its wish in this 
manner to popularize a principle for 
practical action that advises not to 
buy from countries that hinder or 
practically check the importation of 
Argentine products. 

“Thi. attitude should be reinforc 
with measures tending to oppose the 
investment in our country of capital 
proceeding from countries that dis- 
courage the importation of Argentine 
products. This is because of the sim- 
ple ‘reason that, h-ving to meet, the 
financial services of thosé 
through the exportation of merchan- 
dise, and not being able to introduce 
merchandise into the creditor's mar- 
kets, we should be forced to export to 
those markets which are already over- 
loaded with our production.”’ 


Mr. Fahey Replies. 

While conceding that Mr, Dehau’s 
suggestions were extremely construc- 
tive, Mr. Fahey contended that there

ITALY ENDORSES THE MOVE 


Minister Belluzzo Asserts That Wine 
Has Not tmpaired the Vitality 
of Latin Nations.

ROME, May 4.—Propaganda in favor 
of the “intelligent use’ of alcoholic 
beverages in general and wine in par- 
ticular was urged by several speakers 
at the first session of the conference 
of the ‘International League of Ad- 
versaries. of Prohibition,” which was 
opened in Rome today by Minister of 
National Economy Giuseppe Belluzzo. 
Some 200 delegates, representing half a 
dozen European wine-producing coun- 
tries, were present. 

Signor Belluzzo, after welcoming the 
delegates in the name of the Italian 
Government, said that the Latin peo- 
ples, which, tor thousands of years, 
have drunk wine without the vitality 
or strength of their races being under- 
mined, are the best proof that the evils 
consequent on drunkenness cannot be 
attributed to the use of wine. Other- 
wise, he said, the Fascist Government 
would not hesitate to propose restric- 
tive legislation. 

He pointed out the importance of the 
wine industry in [Italian national 
economy and concluded that the Fas- 
cist Government “‘cannot but see with 

fight waged by the 
ng interests against abso- 
lute prohibitionist tendencies.’’ 

Several speakers who followed 
quoted statistics and medical data to 
prove that drunkenness is practically 
non-existent in countries where the 
habit of drinking wine is most prev- 
alent. Deputy Armate added: 

“The practical application of a dry 
regime in the country which leads the 
world in wealth and civilization adds 
force to our arguments, for it has been 
a complete failure. In no other field 
has human ingenuity devised such 
daring methods to evade the law.”’

German Woman Uses Seemingly| 


Legal Ruse Which'Arouses Fears 
That Others May Try It.

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BERLIN, May 4—By obtaining a 
certificate from a doctor that her six- 
ty-seven-~year-old husband, from. whom 
she had been separated for eight years, 
was hopelessly insane, von Gun- 
ten was able to have him held in an 
asylum for a night, during which time 
she and her five sons completely: plun- 
dered his apartment. 

From 4 legal standpoint the wife can- 
not be held responsible for the in- 
trigue by which her husband ‘was de- 
prived of his liberty for a night, nor 
can the charge of theft be made 
against her for taking the property of 
her spouse. With ev act seem- 
ingly approved by law, there is much 
concern as to how repetition of such 
cases can be avoided. 

After an examination made at the 
asylum by‘ the Superintendent within 
the twenty-four hours required by law 
Herr von Gunten was pronounced ab- 
normal mentally but not dangerous 
to the public, and accordi he was 
released. The head of the asylum finds 
no irregularity in the action of the 
authorities of the institution. 

There' were thirteen children in the 
von Gunten family. Ten years ago the 
father took a fourteen-year-old school- 
girl into his home, and, despite the 
protests of the mother and children, 
she remained there. After the separa-~- 
tion of von ‘Gunten and his wife the 
girl became his housekeeper and 
helped to manage the dairy. None of 
the children remained with the father, 
who charges them with cruelty, set- 
ting dogs upon him and other mal- 
treatment. 

Von Gunten received a letter from 
the sanitarium to call regarding a con- 
tract for delivery of milk, and he went 
there, accompanied by his housekeeper. 
Once within the building the doors 
were locked and von Gunten was 
placed in a cell with three insane in- 
mates. Later the housekeeper asked 
to leave the place, 

The wife, whose first husband died of 
insanity, ‘witnessed the proceeding 
from an adjoining room and obtained 
the keys of the house from the house- 
keeper as the latter left. 

Von Guaten declares that the mental 
strain of spending a sleepless night 
with raving maniacs was too much for 
a man of his age and has started 
action against the asylum and against 
his wife and sons. - The sons. can 
be held for theft, and the wife. also 
can be indicted on the same charge if 
it can be proved that she removed any 
of the possessions of the housekeeper.

The doctor who issued the certificate 
was a substitute in the asylum. Only 
a member of the asylum staff or a 
specially, appointed doctor is authorized 
to issue insanity attests.

Among those 
who said they were victims of the oil 
promoters was the late Charles B. 
Manville, founder of Johns Manville, 
Inc., asbestos manufacturers, whose 
name was used as the head of the 
Century Corporation. 

The indictment charged that the de- 
fendants alleged that the Century 
Company was made up by the con- 
solidation of six concerns, including 
the er Petroleum Company, the 
Ranger Company, the Queen, Her- 
cules and Shannon Oil Companies, and 
that it was financed by the Acme 
Finance Corporation. Letters sent out 
to pier os investors, according to 
the ctment, alleged that the Cen- 
tury Company was in a very 
position, and owned properties in 
proved oil fields with a settled pro- 
oo of from 800 to 1,000 barrels a 
ay.

The 
conference, Mr. Diamond said, fur- 
nished lists of legitimate dealers to the 
authorities. As a result the 900 dealers 
were reduced to thirty-seven. 

Following prohibition Mr. Diamond 
said, bootleggers became druggists in 
tremendous numbers. He estimated 
the number of such as 600 during the 
two years from 1925. These bootleg- 
gers would sell staple drugs at a loss, 
because their real income was from 
the liquor which they dispensed under 
cover of the losing business. 

Mr. Diamond said that the confer-

$275,000 MORTGAGE 
ON ASTOR ESTATE GONE 


Mystery Revealed When Coart 
Permits Debt on Fifth Avenue 
Property to Be Paid. 











The unexplained disappearance of a 
mortgage for $275,000 on the property 
at 1 to 13°Hast Thirty-third Street, 
owned b.‘ the former Muriel Astor, now 
the Princess QObelencky Neledinsky- 
Meletszky, executed to the late James 
MeCutcheon, w 3-disclosed in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday.

15, 1912, anc received the mortgage for 
that sum. ‘‘he has since 
passed into the hands of the former 
Miss Astor in the distribution of her 
father’s estate. A balance of $95,000 is 
due on the mortgage. Her attorneys 
arranged to pay this sum on Monday, 
but..the .representatives of the Mc- 
Cutcheon estate were unable to find 
the ‘mortgage, although they

Damrosch’s Career in Music. 


Dr. John H. Finley presented the 
Institute medal to Br. Damrosch, say- 
ing that he had brought music out 


of the forests to the multitudes of 
the cities. 

“T salute you, our American Wal- 
ter,’’. said Dr. Finley, ‘‘who came to 
our shores asa boy with a baton hid- 
den beneath his jacket. 

“I. can only hope to claim to have 
lived a long and, I hope, a sincere 
musical life,’’ said Dr. Damrosch. He 
recalled that the early days of his 
musical career weré those dominated! 
by the great figures of Wagner, of 
Liszt, of Brahms,}when every year 
brought works from them which kept 
the interest in music at a high pitch. 
Now the intellectual forces of fhe 
world seem more intent upon repairing 
the material ravages of the war and 
reviving the pre-war art, and he said 
he could see at present no great crea- 
tive mind in music. 

Young men in music now, he said, 
say that the old musical*form has had 
its day; that it was emotional only; 
and that there must not only be a 
new musical basis -but’a new philo- 
sophical basis for ‘their art. 

“I confess,’”’ he went on, “I am too 
old to find sympathy with these noisy, 
blatant demonstrations. I try to sym- 
pathize. I know.I..should, if I am 
to keep young; but there are limits, 
and I confess I have reached them.” 

Dr. Damrosch “found consolation 
however, in the inéréeasing spread of 
the love of good. music-through thé 
radio. He prefaced~his*remarks by 
saying he did not think that in New 
York City there were more than 1 per 
cent. of the people who knew any- 
thing of symphonic music. 

“There is an enormous opportunity 
‘to bring more people, into the fold of 
rreal civilization and culture,"’ he said,

thing out of receipts from repara- 
tions and interallied war debts. 

In ‘the event of their receipts from 
interallied and reparations exceed- 
ing the payments made by them to 
the United States Government, they 
have undertaken to reduce, propor- 
tionately, the payments due to be 
made to Great Britain in respect of 
interallied war indebtedness, and a 
provision to this effect appears in 
the various war debt funding agree- 
ments which his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have signed. 

9. It is not clear on what basis the 
calculations cited by Mr. Mellon 
have been made, but it appears 
probable that error has arisen of the 
following points: 


(a) RECEIPTS FROM GERMANY. 


The ‘ figures mentioned by Mr. 
Melion appear to relate to the total 


‘receipts of the British Empire from 


the Dawes annuities. But these in- 
clude reeeipts in respect to the costs 
of occupation as well as in respect 
of Belgian war debt and reparation. 

The receipts in respect of costs of 
occupation represent a partial reim- 
bursement of expenditures incurred 
by Great Britain; they are thus not 
available to enable payments to be 
made to the United States without 
imposing a burden on Great Britain 
and must be left out of account for 
—* “purpose of the present calcula- 

on, 

Further,. the British Empire rep- 
aration receipts have to be dis- 
tributed between Great Britain and 
other parts of the empire, the share 
of Great Britain having been agreed 
as 86.85 per cent. of the total. The 
balance is not-received by her. 


(b) RECEIPTS FROM FRANCE. 


A more important error is con- 
tained in the figures given by Mr. 
Mellon of the.receipts of Great 
Britain from France. These appear 
to include the sums which were due 
by the Bank of France to the Bank 
of England in repayment cf an ad- 
vance made during the war. 

This loan was a private transac- 
tion.and is not an inter-govern- 
mental debt. The payments are 
made to the Bank of England and 
not one penny thereof accrues to the 
British Treasury or the British 
Government. 

They are thus entirely irrelevant 
to the question of the extent to 
which the British taxpayer can 
meet payments to the United States 
Government out of receipts from 
reparation and aliied war debts. 


British Advances to Allies Cited. 


It should be added that, while the 


British taxpayer received nothing 
from this commercial debt of the 
Bank of France, he has to meet very 
large market debts incurred by the 
British Treasury in the United States 
before the United States Government 
entered the war. Since April 1, 1919, 
the British taxpayer has paid $68v,- 
000,000, or £140,000,000, on this head, 
over and above the payments made 
to the United States Government. 

10. These facts and figures appear 
to his Majesty’s Government suffi- 
cient to controvert the statement put 
forward by Mr. Mellon that the pay- 
ments made to the United States 
Government in respect of the British 
war debt will not constitute a drain 
on British economic resources. 

But much more might be said. It 
must be remembered that, in addi- 
tion to paying their own debts to the 
United States, the British people are 
sustaining the full charge for the 
advances made by his. Majesty’s 
Governments to the Allied Govern- 
ments to enable them to finance the 
the purchase of necessary commodi- 
ties during the war, not only in 
Great Britain but also in neutral 
countries. 

The capital sums lent for this pur- 
pose amounted to a net total of 
about £1,350,000,000 ($6,600,000,000), 
which, with interest accrued we 
the war period, amounted on July 1 
1919, to over £1,450,000,000 ($7,000,000, - - 
000), or nearly double the debt which 
his Majesty’s Government had them- 
selves contracted at that date with 
the United States Government. 

This amount was borrowed by the 
British Government from its own 
nationals, and in respect of this debt 
the British taxpayer has had to pay 
interest at over 5 per cent. each year 
since, making a total annual pay- 
ment of £72,500,000, which will con- 
tinue until the debt is paid off by 
further and additional contributions 
from British taxpayers. ~ 


No Relief in Sight, It Is Said. 


No relief from this burden can be 
looked for from receipts from repa- 
rations and allied war debts, for in 
no case will those receipts amount to 
@ greater total than that of British

In the British view, an all- 
round cancellation of the, debts hastily 
incurred by many countries during the 
unprecedented struggle would have con- 
tributed more rapidly to a restoration 
of economic prosperity than any at- 
tempt to fix the attention of exhausted 
peoples upon a bewildering balance 
sheet.

Total of Amount Britain Lent Allies 
Is Given in Commons. 

LONDON, May 4 (f).—Answering 
questions in the House of Commons to- 
day regarding the amount of Great 
Britain’s war loan to the Allies, and 
whether any had been canceled and 
how much, Ronald McNeill, Financial 
Secretary of the Treasury, replied that 
the ‘total amount on March 31, 1925, 
was about £2,000,000,000 and that fund- 
ing agreemerits had been signed on all 
except the Russian and Yugoslavian 
loans. He hoped that the latter would 
soon be funded. 

There had been no cancellations, said 
the Secretary, but the settlements 
made represented an average remis- 
sion of about 70 per cent.

The Treasury Department, however, 
felt itself forced to make reply as the 
attacks in the British note had been 
aimed directly at the head of Secre- 
tary Mellon.

Secretary Mellon’s Statement. 


Secretary Mellon’s statement was as 
follows: 

The Treasury Department has no 
desire to enter into a. controversy 


with the British Government on the 
subject of allied war debts, but in- 
asmuch as the British Government 
in an official note to the American 
State Department has seen fit to 
challenge the facts and figures con- 
tained in a letter addressed by the 
American Secretary of the Treasury 
to the President of Princeton Univer- 
sity, the Treasury deems it its duty 
to present the facts as it knows 
them and to endeavor to explain ex- 
isting differences. 

It should be noted at the outset 
that the letter of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to President Hibben 
was in answer to a statement put 
out by members of the Faculty of 
Princeton University urging a re- 
consideration of the debt settle- 
ments, and was directed specifically 
to their arguments. 

It was not intended as a com- 
‘munication, direct or indirect. to the 
British Government, and that Gov- 
ernment was referred to only as an 
incident to the general thesis therein 
set forth. 

It should be noted, in the second 
place, that the figures in the British 
note are apparently used in a tech- 
nical accounting sense, so that, for 
instance, the term “allied war 
debts’’ ..éxcludes debts 
stocks. 

Similarly, payments received from 
Germany are used in the most 
strictly limited sense, and do not in- 
clude such items as-receipts on ac- 
count of army of occuaption. 


Differences in Terms Cited. 


While not admitting it, the British 
Government’s note does not deny 
that the.sums specified in my letter 
were actually paid by the people of 


France, Germany and Italy, but says 
in substance that.some of the sums

Transactions Declared. Different. 


This the British.Government does 
not deny: That -we paid cash for 
goods and services obtained in Great 
Britain and that for the most part 
they received goods and services in 
this country on credit; but they say 
this is misleading because they used 
the dollars purchased by us in Great 
Britain for future purchases in this 
country. 

The point seems to me immaterial. 
The dollars they received from 
the American Government increased 
their available cash resources, while 
the promissory notes we received did 
not increase our available cash re- 
sources, 

For the purchases made by Great 
Britain in the United States, dollars 
were furnished by the American 
Government by borrowing from its 
own citizens, the British Government 
giving its obligations to the Ameri- 
can Government for the equivalent. 

For the purchases by the 
American Government in Great; Bri- 
tain the United States -Government 
did not borrow. pounds from the Brit- 
ish Government, and give its obli 
tion to the British Government, 
borrowed dollars from its own ith. 
zens. with which to purchase the 
pounds, and actually paid cash to 
Great Britain 

Had the transactions been identi- 
cal in form, the British Government 
would now hold obligations of the 
American Government to cover pur- 
chases made in Great Britain, just as 
the American Government holds ob- 
ligations of the British Government 
for purchases made in America, and, 
obviously, cancelation could not be 
urged on a one-sided basis. 


Debts and Reparations Divided. | 


The fact that the cash employed in 
purchasing pounds was borrowed 
from American citizens and not from 
the British Government is the dis- 
tinguishing difference, and any pro- 
gram of cancellation which does not 
allow for this difference gives the 
United States» no credit’ ‘on the 
amount of its war debt for pur- 
chases made in Great-Britain and 
other countries. 

The British note refers to the state- 
ment in my letter to President Hib- 
ben that‘all of otr principal debtors 
are already receiving from Germany 
more than enough to ey. their debts 
to the United States. Princeton 
and Columbia’ professors had stated 
that ‘we do n desire to impose tre- 
mendous burderis Of taxation for 
the mext two generations on friendly 
countries.” 

My letter pointed out that in reach- 
ing the debt settlements based on 
the debtors’ capacity to pay, only 
incidental consideration was given to 
the reparation payments .to be re- 
ceived by the debtor countries from 
Germany, 

In other words, I pointed out that 
we endeavored to make settlements 
whieh, the debtors could meet: from 
their own resources without too se- 
rious a burden on their economic 
life. We have always claimed, and 
claim, now; that the debts due us 
are in no way connected with Ger- 
man reparations. 

I then went on to point out that 
it now appears that all of our prin- 
cipal debtors are already receiving 
from Germany. more than enough to 
pay their debts to the United States. 


Britain Meant to Be an Exception. 


There was no intention to include 
Great Britain in the statement that 
enough was received from Germany 
alone. The British situation I cov- 
ered separately later.

office. 

Bishop Lawrence’s retirement ad- 
dress. was answered by Bishop 
Slattery, who told the gathering that 
the resigning head of the diocese was 
not ending his career, He will con- 
tinue in.

“Some years,after my consecration,’’ 
he recalled, “I was so impressed with 

the fact that: Bishops held office long- 
er that was well for them or for the 
Chureh that I hau the hardihood to 
offer’’a’ resolution in the House of 
Bishops that.all Bishops be required to 
resign at. 79 years of age. 

“The protests from the senior 
Bishépe" was sd immediate and strong 
that I ivithdrew the resolution. The 
truth was that few Bishops could af- 
ford to resign. There was no pension 
system and most of the dioceses could 
not afford adequate retiring allow- 
ances.... |'» 

*’ Pensions Still Inadequate. — 

“These. considerations led me to the 
thought’ of a pension system for ‘the 
whdle Church. Although one how ex- 
ists, it has mot yet reached the point 
where adequate pensions can be as- 
sured. 

Bishop: Lawrence .explained that. he 
has always had an income apart from 
his salary, and it has been his in- 
tention to resign before old age over- 
took him. 

In‘ replying, Bishop Siattery told the 
diocese that he had known of Bishop 
Lawrence's intention. The whole ad- 
ministration was turned over to Bishop 
Slattery two years ago. Bishop Blat · 
tery said that Bishop Lawrence’s act 
went far beyond Massachusetts in ef- 
fect, as it was the crowning of his

ble. He hurried through with th rt 
of it. Gray raised his voice dramatical- 
ly as he told his last words to her. 
He was telling her when he would see 
her again, 

“It may be two months, it may be a 
year, it may be never,” he quoted him- 
self as saying. His voice broke and he 
began to weep convulsively for the 
first time in his story. He was ted 
away to\his cell, as Justice Scudder ad- 
journed court. ; 

Nearly every man in the jury box 
had his eyes on Mrs. Snyder as she 
was led through the court room when 
the adjournment was announced. Her 
face looked a little tense and feverish, 
otherwise it was expressionless, She 
carried herself erect, with a trace of 
dignity. 

Gray described, with a vast amount 
of circumstance and with long quota- 
tions of conversation, every stage of 
his affair with Mrs. Snyder from their 
first flirtation to the murder of her 
husband. In spite of its load of triv- 
ialities and inanities, his story always 
moved on. Its development was slow, 
but marched steadily forward to the 
murder. Scene after scene, each link- 
ing with the next.end each illuminat- 
ing the central: theme, was describea 
by Gray with a vividness which made 
the court room hold its breath. It was 
literature of the Dostoievsky school, 
staggering under its burden of minute 
commonplaces but gathering terrific 
momentum from them. 


“Honeymoon”’ to Canada. 
During the tenderest passages be- 
tween Gray and Mrs. Snyder she would 
suddenly shift the conversation to the 


subject of murdering her husband, ac-

Story Makes Impression, 
Gray’s story made a profound impres- 
sion on the court room as having, most 


of it, at any rate, the ring of truth. 
The general opinion was t it was 
impossible for any man living to invent 
the multitudes of incidental details 
which he threw in at every stage in 
his narrative. For instance, in the 
midst of the horror of his description 
of the murder and the scenes immedi- 
ately following it, he paused to men- 
tion, in its place in the story, the fact 
that Mrs. yder had turned on the 
thermostat; then that he heard the 
milkman; then that daylight was com- 
ing on fast. 

But it had been previously shown

that he told his Syraquse friends con- 
tained some well-concelved circum- 
stances. He told them, for instance, 
that he was hiding in a closet and 
that the burglars, entering it, pulled 
everything off the shelf over his head, 
but did not discover him. His very 
elaborate alibi also showed him to be 

fertile in creating fictitious detail. 

His story yesterday was considered to 
have the ring of truth, because it 
damned himself so completely. But that 
is the essence of his defense. His sole 
effort is to convince the jury that no 
man could be the atrocious criminal 
that he pictured himself without being 
a little wrong in the head. 

In one res especially, Gray 
showed throughout his story that he 
had an alert eye on the singularities 
of his defense. His lawyer promised 
to prove to the jury that his mind 
had been practi destroyed by ex- 
cesses. Gray continually on 
his dissipations and the dazed mental 
condition which resulted from them. 


Details Drinking Exploits. 


Every two or three minutes during 
his story Gray paused and said, “I 


took three or four more drinks,”’ or 
“I took five or six more drinks,” or 
“I finished the bottle,” or “I was 
hopelessly intoxicated.’’ ‘There were 
bottles of whisky or gin in every 
scene that he painted. He was always 
reeling, staggering or unconscious. It 
was the autobiography of a dipso- 
maniac as well as a murderer. He 
established enough drinki by him- 
self for many cases of delirium tre- 
mens. Yet he did not look like a 
drinker. His complexion and general 
ap ce are far from being those 
of a sot. And his testimony showed 
that he attended to his business and 
sold his goods through all this in- 
tensified alcoholism. 

Gray's greatest drinking feat was 
——— on the night of the murder. 

e finished a bottle of whisky early 
in the evening to get up courage for 
the exploit. e took a small bottle of 
whisky out to Queens Village with him. 
He finished it while walking around 
before going to the Snyder house. In 
the house he found a quart bottle of 
whisky awaiting him. His story of 
the actual events of the murder night 
is constantly interrupted by the state- 
ment, “I had three or four more 
drinks,”’ or “I had four or five more 
drinks,” or “I had five or six more 
drinks.”” He threw in drinking sta- 
tistics so often during his tale of the 
murder that in spite of its gruesome- 
ness and its hair-raising suspense there 
were ripples of laughter in the court 
Toom. 

More than forty drinks of whisky 
were taken by Gray in the hours pre- 
ceding the murder. He consumed two 
quarts and a.half of whisky by his 
own confession. Yet he was able to 
do the deed, to work up a most com- 
plicated burglary setting in the house 
and to remember every detail. Fur- 
ther than that, within a few minutes 
of the time that he left the house, he 
met two men, both of whom have been 
on the witness stand to identify him.

Recent Announcement.

Useless for Broadcasting, They Say 
—Station WPCH Starts Suit 
Against. Hotel. 


Radio engineers in New York do not 
anticipate any in ediate application 
of Professor Qui:i.no Majorana’s in- 
vention which transmits voice. .by 
ultra-violet rays, as announced in 
Italy on Monday. 

“There is nothing. new in Professor 
Majorana’s announcement unless he is 
withholding something,” said Dr. E. 
BE. Free of the New York Electrical 
“It is not difficult or revolu- 
tionary to send voice over light beams 
whether they are visible or invisible. 
I note that Professor Majorana’s inven- 
tion has operated across a distance of 
ten miles. I do not understand how 
that can be possible because ultra-vio- 
let rays are easily absorbed by the at- 
mosphere. Sound transmitted by a 
searchlight can only go as far as the 
beam of light is visible.” 

“Relaying of sporting events from an 
athletic field to a broadcast transmit- 
ter could be accomplished by utilizing 
the vibrations of ultra-violet, infra-red 
or. ordinary light by modulating the 
vibrations of the light beam with. the 
output of a microphone,”’ said John V. 
L. Hogan, Past President of the Insti- 
tute of Radio Engineers. “It would 
be necessary, however, .to have. the 
light beam transmitter and receiver in 
fixed positions so that the transmitter 
could be ‘aimed’ at the receiver, be- 
tween which are no intervening ob- 
jects.” 

It was pointed out that a more im- 
portant application of light beam trans- 
mission .would. be in..the military 
rather than in the broadcasting field. 

“By utilizing the invisible ultra-vio- 
let rays as a carrier of the voice fre- 
—*2 the danger of the enemy in- 
tercepting messages would be slight,’’ 
said Mr. Hogan, “because the trans- 
mitter would be aimed directly at the 
receiver a number of miles away.” 

Dr. Lee de Forest, commenting on 
the invention, said there was nothing 
particularly new about it. ‘It is of 
practically mo use in radio broadcast- 
ing,”’ Dr. de Forest said, ‘‘as the ultra- 
violet rays travel in a straight line 
and are interfered with by objects in- 
tervening between the sending and re- 
ceiving stations.’’

Sharp Reductions of Power in Con- 
gested Residence Districts Forecast 
by Commissioner Bellows.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Straighten- 
ing out Chicago’s radio tangle is now 
focusing the attention of the Federal 
Radio Commission, which announced 
today that in a few weeks. ‘‘very def- 
inite’’ steps would be.taken. to clear 
the broadcasting situation in that city 
by a new allocation of wave lengths, 
There will be sharp reductions of 
power in the case of all Chicago sta- 
tions. operating transmitters in con- 
gested residential districts. H. A. Bel- 
a member of the commission, 
speaking for that body, said the board 
expected to provide relief for Chicago’s 
‘‘harassed radio listeners by June. 1 
—and perhaps earlier.’’ 

‘‘Although the full Radio Commission 
could not be assembled until April 
13,” said Mr. Bellows, “and although 
Congress had made the Radio act vir- 
tually’ inoperative, so far as its penal- 
ties were concerned, until April 24, 
many Chicago listeners are already 
complaining that nothing has been 
done or that what has been done has 
resulted inlittle or. no benefit. Their 
impatience, though not 
reasonable, is quite natural, in view of 
the intolerable conditions that have 
existed in Chicago broadcasting and 
from which they rightly demand 
prompt relief. They must remeniber, 
however, that the law does not provide 
for the arbitrary closing of a single 
broadcasting station which was li- 
censed and in operation prior to Feb. 
23, 1927.” 

Licenses, said Mr. Bellows, will be 
promptly revoked for violation of the 
new dio law or of orders of the com- 
mission issued under the act, but, he 
explained, “‘the easy method of pro- 
viding relief to the listener by simply 
wiping a lot of the less desirable sta- 


tions off the map has not been legally 
possible,’’ 

Adequate relief could be given, how- 
ever, by a complete reallocation of 
wave } , he continued, and a gen- 
eral r ustment of power and of 
hours of broadcasting. 

“If the commission were merely to 
rearrange the Chicago stations,’’ said 
Mr. Bellows, “half of them would be 
on wave | used by powerful out- 
side stations, and the situation would 
be worse. than. ever....Changing the 
wave length of a single Chicago sta- 
tion ten kilocycles may mean the shift- 
ing of stations in Iowa, Missouri, Ohio 
and Michigan in order to clear the 
channel. 

“This is the task the commission is 
now working on, and it expects to 
have the whole national traffic system 
for broadcasting readjusted very short- 
ly. Until that is done, any attempt to 
reallocate the Chicago wave’ lengths 
would do nothing but harm. 

“The more than forty stations in the

ence will be given to those stations 
with a consistent record of satisfac- 
tory Ae ublic service.

TARIFFS AT GENEVA. 


When. the League of Nations 
Council drafted, last December, the 
list of. questions for consideration 
at the Economic Conference, the 
official “ agenda” made it plain that 
the problem of customs barriers 
would. have first place. The initial 
statement was that “economic

“equilibrium in commerce and in- 
“ dustry ” were to be examined, The 
list of topics under the head of 
“Commerce” assigned for discus- 
sion “import and export prohibi- 
tions and restrictions,” “ limitation,

“trade,” “customs tariffs and com- 
mercial treaties.”

That the achievement will not be 
easy, no one should be better aware 
industrial history has shown that 
adherents of .the high protective 
tariff, even when seemingly in a 
mood for compromise, have always 
obstinately fixed their eye on what 
might be lost bya charge of policy, 
never on what would be gained. At 
this very moment Austria, perhaps 
the greatest sufferer from the pro- 
hibitory tariff laws and certainly the 
nation most anxious for their relax- 
ation, is confronted with possibility 
of strengthening tariff barriers on 
its own account as retaliation for 
delay or unwillingness of its neigh- 
bor States to come to an under- 
standing. But this would obviously 
introduce a “tariff war,” in which 
the whole situation would drift 
steadily from bad to worse. 

There is one distinct ground for 
hopefulness. -When tariff modifica- 
tion or abolition was urged in the 
United States the high protectionists 
were always able to retort that the 
country had been highly prosperous 
under the existing system. That it 
had prospered at other times under 
low tariffs also and that our States, 
many of them individually larger 
than the European nationalities in 
area, population and industrial pro- 
duction, had all along practiced ab- 
solute free trade with one another, 
were igncred as political considera- 
tions. But Continental Europe can- 
not point to prosperity as an accom- 
paniment of the prohibitory tariff 
systems. All of the States which 
have applied such restraint of trade 
have lost more heavily in exports 
than imports, and their home indus- 
trial activities have waned percepti- 
bly. The important service of the 
League of Nations in the matter 
may be to bring together, under an 
impartially constructed policy, Gov- 
ernments which at heart fully realize 
the vital necessity of a change, but 
which have been unwilling to move 
through separate negotiations be- 
cause of fear of getting the worst of 
the bargain. 


A USEFUL EXHIBITION. 


The exposition of art-in-trade this 
week at Macy’s is far from being a 
seven-days wonder. A department 
store has done what perhaps only a 
department store could do—has 
made us realize the extent of our 
preparedness to fight our industrial 
battles against the seasoned armies 
of other countries. They have for 
years and centuries turned to art to 
increase the value of their commer- 
cial products as well as to heighten 
their pleasure in daily living. We 
have seemed to be doing next to 
nothing. Our museums have said 
otherwise. In similar exhibitions 
they have placed the stamp of offi- 
cial approval upon art collaborating 
with the machine. But this, though 
proper and encouraging, has had 
with many merely the effect of mak- 
ing art seem still a matter for mu- 
seums; of making it bring the indus- 
tries into the charmed museum circle 
instead of sending it out among the 
people. 

This on in a department 
store places industrial art precisely 
where it should be, where it will be 
seen by millions and desired by thou- 
sands. The beautiful, ingenious, 
esthetic and modern style in which 
the exhibition is staged by Mr. LEE 
SIMONSON will intensify its signifi- 
cance as art. The objects installed 
come from different countries, but 
our own potteries and glass, weav- 
ings, hangings, metalwork and other 
decorative furnishings are shown on 
the same scale with others, and if 
for the moment we shuffle off our 
deep-rooted American modesty, and 
give one cheer for our own artists, it 
will not be at all amiss. What they 
have done, inconspicuously and with- 
out advertisement, is so. 
that to fail to take note of it is to 
admit ingratitude. . The exhibition 
shows us the extent of our esthetic 
resources in those industries into 
which art’ enters. If: we close our

The 
brewer is customer for less than 5 
per cent. of the British farmer’s out- 
put. The farmer gets more for his 
potatoes than he does for his barley 
and hops. He gets fifteen times as 
much for his meat and dairy prod- 
ucts. If one-third of the annual 
beer expenditure were devoted to 
raising family food standards, in- 
creased meat and milk consumption 
would more than atone for the loss 
of the brewer's trade. British per 
capita consumption of milk is less 
than one-fourth of that in the United 
States. The British public consumes 
700,000,000 gallons of milk, as 
against 960,000,000 gallons of beer, 
and the beer bill is highest where 
there are most children in need of 
milk. The Bermondsey section of 
London demanded in 1924-25 no less 
than 5,500,000 gallons of beer, but 
got along with 1,210,000 gallons of 
milk. 

It is, however, a national habit a 
couple of thousand years old, count- 
ing from when British mead gave 
way to English ale, and it is doubt- 
ful whether even the present high 
tide of party feeling can make a 
serious breach in it. 


TEACHING HOME ECONOMICS. 

Courses in home economics have 
a wide appeal. They give the pro- 
spective housekeeper an understand- 
ing of practical problems. They give 
her some knowledge of food and 
flavor, and help her to cook meals 
that are digestible as well as delec- 
table. They teach her something 
about the care of babies, and lift her 
out of the rut of habit and prejudice, 
and, if she is a farmer’s daughter, 
help to keep her back on the farm 
by developing the home-making in- 
stinct, as Miss VAN RENSSELAER has | 
so often preached. But teachixg 
home economics in the schools has 
its difficulties. The Federal Board 
for Vocational Education has experi- 
enced so many of them that it is 
now urging that wherever possible 
the training be given actually in the 
girl’s home. 

Take the laundry lesson. In the 
school it often consists of washing 
and ironing a few doilies, towels, 
napkins, and occasionally a table- 
cloth. If these are brought from the 
home, they are few in number and 
not very soiled. The school has plenty 
of water and fuel is furnished for 
the stove. There are no babies run- 
ning around to be kept from bump- 
ing into it, or from trying to iron 
out their dolls’ dresses in imitation 
of their mother. There are no meals 
to be prepared at the same time the 
washing is being done. Contrast the 
usual laundry lesson given in the 
school laboratory with the case of a 
girl, recalled by the Federal Board, 
whose regular job it was to do the 
laundering for a family of ten, whose 
clothing was usually “ very soiled ”: 

She took this project because she 

wanted to find better ways of doing 
this work. The only stove available 
was a coal range, which required 
considerable attention in order to 
keep the water hot. | It also had to 
be cleared, so that meals could be 
prepared for the family. The well 
was some distance from the house, 
and the service of younger children 
had to be enlisted to carry water. 
The clothing itself presented many 
problems. There were countless 
stains of every sort which had to 
be removed. The garments were of 
every color and fabric commonly 
used by a family.

They are particularly 
fortunate when men of rare execu- 
tive talent have such a cultural 
background as Dr. WHEELER had. 
He could step confidently into any 
forum of the world, as he did when 
he occupied the Roosevelt profes- 
sorship in Berlin and spoke else- 
where in Europe. He commanded 
respect in the great centres both of 
business and of learning. It is es- 
pecially gratifying that a State uni- 
versity should have given such rec- 
ognition to the highest classical 
attainments as well as to practical 
capacity. It is interesting to note 
that Dr. WHEELER was one of that 
small group of men who have done 
things in America out of all pro- 
portion to their number—the sons 
of clergymen.

What he appears to mean is the 
steady attempt of big business in this 
country to establish human relations 
not only with workers but with stock- 
holders. It is all a part of the new 
frankness which it is sought to estab- 
lish between capita: and labor and be- 
tween management and investors. 

A new and somewhat striking ex- 
ample of this is the latest statement 
of information for its stockholders 
just issued by the General Elec- 
tric Company. In addition to finan- 
cial reports, there is included a 
list of all the. directors of the com- 
pany, with their portraits; a brief bio- 
graphical sketch of each, and details 
of their connections with other organ- 
izations. The whole is a very useful 
summary, and is a successful effort 
to give to the stockholders of the com- 
pany something like an intimate view 
of the men who conduct the enterprise. 

Such moves are now customary in 
our large industries. The good effect 
in helping to establish confidence and 
to enable all concerned to see just how 
affairs are conducted must be reck- 
oned a distinct asset, though of an 
invisible kind. In no way is better 
shown the resourcefulness of our cap- 
tains of industry in adjusting them- 
selves to new conditions.

Sacrifice of 1 Per Cent. Income 

Would Relieve Housing Situation. 
To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

One of the most outstanding needs of 
the City of New York today is relier 
from the conditions under which a vast 
percentage of our population is obliged 
to live, due to the inadequacy of proper 
housing facilities. 

No field offers a wider opportunity 
of interest for the philanthropist who 
is disposed to contribute toward reliev- 
ing conditions fast becoming intoler- 
able, and that, unless corrected, . will 
inevitably prove a real social menace. 

I personally believe in tax exemption 
for tenements being built on the east 
side for the pcor, and this tax exemp- 
tion should be limited to companies 
which do not desire more than 3 per 
cent. on their capital, making it e 
quasi-charitable proposition. 

The rich man cannot invest his funds 
at better than 4% per cent., and if he 
can do charitable work and get 3 per 
cent. on his capital this should be an 
incentive for him to relieve the tene- 
ment situation prevailing in our poor’ 
sections. 

The municipalities of London and 
Paris are building and operating sim- 
ilar apartment houses for the poor.

First Course Wes Ninollele.Layeat Constructed at Van Cortland 
Park Thirty-two’ Years Ago—Middle West Now Has 
Total of 88, Illinois Leading With 22. |

A survey made under the auspices 
of the United States Golf Association 
reveals the somewhat startling fact 
that thirty-two years after the estab- 
lishment: of the first puodlic links in 
America the number of these non- 
private layouts is more than 200. Two 
hundred and one is the number the 
survey shows, but the list, no doubt, 
is incomplete, as hardly a week passes 
without an announcement of at least 
one additional course being planned 
or constructed, 

What is even more surprising is the 
fact that almost 50 per cent. of the 
public links are located in the Middle 
West. The States of Illinois, In- 
diana, Michigan, Minnesota, Wiscon-| >~ 
sin, Iowa and Ohio have eighty-eight 
public courses within their confines, 
Illinois leading the country with 
twenty-two, eight of which are lo- 
cated in Chicago. 

Outside the districts mentioned the 
States boasting of an unusual num- 
ber of public courses are New York 
with thirteen, Texas with twelve, 
Pennsylvania with eight and Cali- 
fornia with eleven.

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Further advance on. the 2 Ex- 
change-with more irregularity at the 
close, another sharp rise in cotton, 
and the reaching of a still higher rate 
for sterling, were yesterday’s main inci- 
dents. Active speculative stocks went 
in numerous cases 1 to 4 points higher, 
although the full gain was not main- 
tained. General Motors shares, for 
instance, which »were described as 
leading the market, lost all of their 
early advance and closed unchanged; 
United . States Steel lost half of its 
initial gain. As a whole, however, the 
market’s trend was distinctly upward 
for the day. Railway stocks moved 
little; few of them changed more than 
a fraction. 

The continuing advance in — 
Was apparently ascribed by London to 
the French Government’s shipment of 
gold from.London to New York. It is 
possible that such remittances would 
reduce the demand for dollars on Lon- 
don’s exchange market and, therefore, 
help in a rise of sterling; but, so long 
as gold is sent for the French account 
to establish a New York banking 
credit, the shipment amounts to a spe- 
cial transaction and would not call for 
equivalent purchase of sterling bills. 
If the London operation had consisted 
of remittance of gold from Paris to 
that market and consequent purchase 
of exchange drafts on New York by 
France, then the upward impetus to 
sterling would have been even more 
considerable.. It is not yet entirely 
clear, however, exactly what has been 
done with the gold release through the 
French bank’s payment of the London 
loan, or why the actual gold should be 
remitted to New York if France de- 
sires, only to establish an American 
dollar credit. But the real strength of 
sterling is unquestionable. It will add 
interest to the forthcoming statement 
of England’s foreign trade for April. 

Notwithstanding the recognized de- 
crease in the amount of steel pro- 
duced during April (the exact figure 
for the month will be published in three 
or four days) the average daily out- 
put of iron increased over March, and 
was in fact the largest of any month 
since April, 1926. The month’s total 
production was less by some 99,500 tons 
than that of the preseding April and 
fell 127,500 below ~pril, 1923, but it ex- 
ceeded the April record in any war- 
time or pre-war year. This is suffi- 
cient indication of the very,large con- 
sumption still ir. progress and, like 
the recent surpassing of all monthly 
records in steel production, it shows to 
what extent an expanding home mar- 
ket has replaced the wholly abnormal! 
and necessarily temporary foreign de- 
mand of wartime. 

Perhaps no other industrial consid- 
eration caused more doubt over the 
future; when the’ war énded, than the 
41 per cent. incréase between 1914 and 
1919 in our capacity for steel output, 
as shown by the Steel Corporation's 
returns. It was vonsidered then to be a 
matter of many. years before that 
capacity could again be utilized in full. 
The achievement came sooner than the 
most hopeful imagination had then 
conceived. The weekly review of the 
steel trade which accompanies these 
estimates reports no further slackening 
in actual consumption of steel as com- 
pared with recent weeks, but appar- 
ently finds that supplies accumulated in 
slightly larger quantity than necessary, 
when the exact effect of the coal strike 
was a matter o* doubt, are -ow being 
used and are thereby curtailing fresh 
demand upon the mills. 

A particular interest attached to the 
weekly railway traffic returns becatise 
of the question, how far the inunda- 
tion of the Mississippi Valley will af- 
fect the actual movement of goods to 
consuming markets. In yesterday's 
returns of car-loadings for the third 
week of April there was evidence that 
traffic is feeling to some extent the 
effect of that disaster. It is true that 
the decrease of 17,943 from 1926 in 
cars loaded during. the week is mostly 
accounted for by 15.807 decrease in 
coal-car loadings, but the decrease 
from preceding weeks this year was 
marked in other commodities than 
coal. As compared with the week be- 
fore, loadings even of general mer- 
chandise and miscellaneous freight 
were smaller by 15,885 cars, whereas 
a progressive increase is usual at this 
time of year.

$2,382,000 BEING OFFERED. 


Mayor Rompf May Be Asked to 
Come Here to Clear Up Questions 
on Vatuation and Debt. | 


Three syndicates of municipal bond 
houses turned over yesterday to the 
City of Miami the cash equivalent of 
$9,145,000 of its bonds which were 
purchased last January, $6,763,000 of 
which have not yet been offered to the 
public pending a ruling from the State 
Banking Department of New York on 
the legality of the city’s obligations. 
The remaining $2,382,000, representing 
the participation of one of the syndi- 
cates, is being offered to investors on: 
a 4.80 per cent. basis. 

Wow that the syndicates have taken 
up the bonds it is believed that mat- 
ters concerning the legality of issue, 
as far as New York State savings 
banks and trust funds are concerned, 
will be expedited and the bonds sub- 
sequently offered. It is reported that 
an effort will be made to have Mayor 
Hd Rompf.of Miami, a banker, visit 
the State Banking Department in Al- 


bany in an effort to clear up certain 
questions as to assessed valvation and 
ite ratio to the city’s debt. 

The syndicate composed of Lehman 
Bros., the Equitable Trust Company, 
W. A. Harriman & Co., Redmond & 
Co., Phelps; Fenn & Co., the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Company, A. V. 
8 en & Co, and the Seaboard Na- 
tional Bank offered their bonds in 
March despite the fact that the other 
syndicates, headed by B. J. Van Ingen 
& Co. and Kountze Brothers, respec- 
tively, decided to wait until the bonds 
were declared legal. The Lehman- 
Equitable -Harriman syndicate said 
yesterday that they had disposed of a 
considerable amount of their portion 
of the bonds. 


Bond Syndicates Combined: 


When the. bonds, which consist of 
$5,145,000 general improvement 5s, due 
1980 to 1956, and §4,000,000- improve- 
ment 5s, due 1929 to 1937, were award- 
ed last January, the three syndicates 
appeared as competitors but were in- 
duced by Mayor Rompf, who is Presi- 


dent of the First National Bank of 

ami, to combine in marketing the 
issue. This was done, the Van In- 
gen Syndicate taking $4,381,000 of the 
bonds, the Lehman-Equitable-Harri- 
mah group taking $2,382,000 and the 
— Brothers Syndicate, §$2,382,- 


It is said that the Van Ingen and 
Kountze syndicates have not combined 
but it is likely that joint action will 
be considered when the bonds are 
placed on the market. Ifthe bonds 
are offered as legal it is possible that 
they will be offered at a higher price 
than a 4.80 per cent. basis. 

‘It is pointed out that the next val- 
uation figures on the City of Miami, 
due next month, will automatically 
place the city on New York’s le 
list, but it is hoped to get a favora 
ruling from the State Banking Depart- 
ment prior to that time.

With, Wall Street speculating as to 
whether the Treasury will issue an 
early call for the redemption of out- 
standing Second Liberty #4 per cent. 
bonds, the Government’s debt reduc- 
tion program is dominated by two fac- 
tors, the sinkin> fund and foreign 
debt repayments, say C. F. Childs &

A bulletin issued by the company 
yesterday says that these two factors 
permit.a fair deduction of what’ will 
be attempted by the Treasury in re- 
vamping the debt structure. Aside 
from any ‘Treasury surpluses of major 
proportions to change the picture, it 
is said to be comparatively simple to 
determine the approximate amount of 


the debt which must be refunded as 
outstanding obligations become re- 
deemable or mature. 

“When the Liberty Seconds are re- 
deemed,”’ says the bulletin, “they may 
be refunded by more Treasury notes 
maturing within five years and call- 
able after two years. When the Liberty 
Thirds mature in 1928 they should be 
refunded by an issue of bonds matur- 
ing within twenty-five years and call- 
able after ten years. Thereby the re- 
demption of bonds on and after the 
callable date is made  posaible and con- 
venient when funds are available. If 
the funds are not available, it is not 
incumbent upon the Treasury to re- 
deem bonds until their final: maturity | 
dates. The Treasury, by means of 
callable bonds, retains full control of 
the obligation. 

“If the policy of retiring Liberties 
from the sinking ‘und and foreign 
debt repayment is followed, as seems 
likely, it is manifest that about $9,000,- 
000,000 of the debt, or $10,400,000,000 if 
the Liberty 3%s are included, maturing 
or redeemable from June 15, 1927, to 
Oct. 15, 1933, inclusive, will have to 
be .extended beyond the. fiscal year 
ending=..June 30, 1934, for future treat- 
ment.”’

DEPRECATES COMPETITION. 


Max Winkler Says Bankers Suffer 
in Terms of Foreign Loans, 

Of ifiterest to the recent discussion 
of foreign loans at Washington is the 
statement made yesterday by Max 
Winkler, Vice President: of Moody's 
Investors Service, that competitiod of 
American. bankers for foreign loans is 
becoming keener every day. 


“Reports have reached us to the ef- 
fect that for one single foreirn loan 
at least a dozen American benkers 
are submitting bids,”’ said Mr. Wink- 
ler. “The City of Budapest loan is 
in demand by. no Jess than. thirty-six 
different houses, largely American. 
For the Belgrade City loan, fourteen 
American houses are reported to. be 
bidding. 

“The ‘inevitable result of. this com- 
petition is that prospective borrowers 
adopt @ peculiar attitude toward the 
lender, who, in order to secure tne 
business, is obliged to make all kinds 
of concessions. Thus when the deal 
is finally consummated it is done on 
terms which are not t!lways fully rep- 
resentative of the credit standing of 
@e@ borrower in question.

FIGHT MEYER RE-ELECTION. 


St. Louis Southwestern Management

Argument was heard yesterday by 
Federal Judge Francis A. Winslow on 
an order signed by him. on last Sat- 
urday directing the members of the 
brokerage and banking concern of 
Morgan, Livermore & Co. to show 
cause why a receiver in bankruptcy 
should not be named. The application 
was made by David W..Kahn, counsel 


for Dr. Gottfried Kunwald, a resident 
of — who has a claim

ian the fact that the proceeding was 
of interest to two Atistrian 
concerns, which had invested $735, 
in the firm, and that it was for the 
purpose of preventing the firm from

Mr. Kahn explained that there had 
been proceedings before the Supreme 
Court for a receiver and that it ap- 
peared that similar proceedings before 
a Federal Court for the same purpose 
should not be taken.

Mr. Kahn said the trustee, Winthro 
H. Kellogg, had made out certifi 
checks for $220,000 for some of the 
creditors of the firm, but he did not 
know whether these checks had been 
cashed by the uitable Trust Com- 
pany or not. The total liabilities of the 
firm, it was said, were about $900,000, 
and payment was to be made first tu 
ordinary creditors and then to holders 
of A and B notes, and any surplus was 
to go to the members of the firm. 

In these arrangements the Austrian 
banks were left out, because it has 
been held that they were not creditors 
but members of the firm.

Grand Street Service to Brooklyn 
Operated at Considerable Loss 
—WNot Enough Passengers. 


‘ 


Restoration of the East River ferry 
service between Hast Thirty-fourth 
Street, Manhattan, and Long Island 
10 city, which was abandoned several 
years ago by the Long Island Railroad 
Serre was assured yesterday. The 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, 
acting for the city, awarded the nec- 
essary franchise to William E. Mc- 
Guirk, Chairman of the directors of 
the Yellow Taxi Corporation. 

Mr.’ McGuirk said he expected to 
start operations with three boats on 
July 15. He told the Mayor and the 
members of the commission that at the 
outset the ferry service would be lim- 
ited to carrying vehicular traffic, but 
that if a sufficient demand for passen- 
ger service should be developed later 
it would be accommodated. 


When the ferry service was aban- 

doned many residents of Long Island 
City and industrial concerns there, 
which had been regular patrons of 
the ferry, made vigorous but futile 
protests. Since then the Queensboro 
Bridge has become more and more 
congested and one of the principal 
arguments offered in behalf of the 
McGuirk grant was that the new ferry 
would tend ————— to relieve the over- 
crowded sular conditions on the 
span. 
Mr. McGuirk said he had ordered 
three modern boats with a carrying 
capacity of fifty-five vehicles each. He 
estimated that his initial investment 
for boats and terminals would be 
$1,600,000. An operating company, to 
be known as the East Thirty-fourth 
Street Vehicular Ferry Company, with 
Mr. McGuirk as President, is to be 
organized. 

The rate of fare will be the same as 
that charged by the municipal ferries 
and the boats will be operated on a 
short headway. The franchise is for 
ten years, with a renewal clause. No 
rental will be charged up to and in- 
cluding Dec. 31, 1928, and thereafter 
the city will receive 2 per cent. of the 
gross’ receipts, to be paid semi-an- 
nually. 

Unless traffic picks up materially 
during the next few weeks the city 

abandon the East River Ferry 
plying between Grand Street, Man- 
hattan, and Broadway, Brooklyn. This 
intimation was made before the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission when Commis- 
sioner of Plant and Structures Albert 
Goldman declared that the ferry was 
being operated at a deficit of $2.50 
a year per passenger and that the 
present deficit of the line amounted 
to $860,000. Only about 200 passengers 
usé the ferry daily.

Bishop William T. Man- 
ning, who called for the reports of 
team leaders, was visibly pleased as 
the totale were read to him. Those
